I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  second  Annual  Report  for  the  year* 

1961  . 

During  the  year  I continued  inspection  of  food  premises  and  maintained 
a 100^  meat  inspection  service, 

A survey  was  also  made  of  the  hairdressing  establishments  and  factories 
in  the  District,  A considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  supervising 
the  Tfork  carried  out  by  the  owners  of  the  caravan  sites  to  comply  with  their  site 
licence  conditions. 

In  May  I attended  a course  of  Port  Health  Administration  and  Practice  at 
London  Docks  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  relieve  the  Port  Health  Inspector  at 
Teignmouth  during  sickness  or  leave.  He  in  turn  carries  out  meat  inspection  at 
Dawlish  whilst  I am  away,

All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  upland  catchment  area  at  Thorns 
and  augmented  during  the  summer  months  from  a lov/land  pumped  source  at 
Duckaller.

Prom  both  the  above  sources,  the  supply  is  taken  to  a filtration  and 
storage  plant  at  Burrows  Reservoir  situated  above  the  town,  from  whence 
distribution  is  made  of  the  treated  v»rater  to  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 

Distribution  is  made  of  a proportion  of  untreated  v/ater  to  the  Parish 
of  Ashe ombe,  situated  in  the  St. Thomas  Rural  District.
